Do you know that there are great 
ureas in Europe where a man cannot 
buy a glass of milk for any amount 
of money? 
Every drop they have 
of the precious fluid is saved for the 
children. 
And there are areas of de­ 
vastated Belgium and elsewhere that 
-the mortality among children is 90 
per cent. 
Think of it! The dairy >n- 
iustry of the United States has been 
threatened during the past year by 
i number of seriaus factors, among 
them the high cost of feed and the 
lack of farm labor. 
There are, in round numbers, in 
this country, 23,000,000 dairy cows 
and these produce 89,00$,000 pounds 
of milk.

After the swift advance which bega'r 
Thursday, it was necessary for the Americans and French tc 
pause somewhat so that the new lines could be strengthened and 
the guns moved up to the front in preparation for another blow 
Both the British and French have made further advances. Then 
ivás been a revival of fighting in the Balkans between Lake Dorian 
and the Vardar river. French and Servian troops drove forward 
in that district and pierced two lines of Bulgarian trench positions 
The allies are carrying out operations in two widely separatee 
theatres of war. Following the brilliant advances in France, th< 
nllied forces delivered a powerful thrust on the center of the Bal 
kan front, pushing forward on the Servian frontier. The full ex 
tent of the Balkan drive is not vet known. It has been predicted 
for some time that the allies might make an effort to plunge for 
ward to the Black Sea, cutting off communication between the cen 
tral powers and Turkey.
